DISCUSS ELEVATOR BILL 


DEBATE IN SENATE ON THE NEW 
GRAIN MEASURE | 


Senator Lougheed Believes That Leg- 
islation is Justified in View of the 
Frauds That Have Been Reported, 
—Remarkable Strength of the 
Grain Growers’ Association is Sub- 
ject of Comment. 


Ottawa.—In_ the senate Senator! 
Lougheed resumed the debate on the 
grain bill. An examination of the 
bill showed that a commission was to 
be appointed to deal with the grain 
question. The government had given 
much attention to grain inspection, 
but had not succeeded so far in check. | 
ing the regular practices of mixing 
in the terminal elevators. He read 
an article, which stated that the sev- 
enty inspectors had failed for years 
to stop a practice which took money 
from the pockets of farmers for the 
benefit of elevator men, and to the} 
detriment of the reputation in Liver- 
pool of Canada’s wheat. If the law 
had been properly administered in 
the past he thought such extensive 
fraute as had been alleged could not} 
have been practiced, The new bill} 
proposed to remedy this, and though | 
the plan was somewhat paternal he 
thought that, in view of the frauds 
which had been reported the legisla- 
tion was justified. That. the farmers 
were not altogether helpless 
shown by the fact that the Gr 
Growers’ association, composed whol- 
ly of farmers, had in a few years de- 
veloped such a grain handling busi- 
ness that in 1910 it had handled! 
16,000,000 bushels of wheat on a capi- 
tal. of $293,000, and had made a profit 
of $95,000, or about 45 per cent. A 
farmer was becoming as well able to 
handle his money as was anyone else. 

Senator Lougheed said he hoped | 
that partisan consideration would not) 
enter into the question in selecting 
the three gentlemen who will form) 
the committee. He thought that the} 
committee should be self-supporting. 

Senator Douglas described the oper- 
ation of milling inferior and treated 
wheat with sound, high-grade wheat | 
for the purpose of bringing up the 
grade and selling value. The effect) 
was to defraud the purchaser and in- 
jure the reputation of all Canadian 
grain in Liverpool, and in that way 
injured the farmers. Some held that 
mixing was a legitimate practice. He 
held that it was nefarious. 

He had heard in Winnipeg the re- 
ort that an effort would be made to 
egalize the practice of mixing. If 
such a proposal was made it should 
be refused. The bill under considera- 
tion seemed to provide machinery to!

Sir Frederick Borden, Minister of 


Militia and Defence, States that 
Government Intends to Carry Out 
Sir John French's Report So Far 
As the Whole Force of Canada is 
Concerned, 


Ottawa.—‘We intend to carry out 
Sir John French’s report, so far as 
the whole force in Canada is concern- 
ed, Perhaps not as rapidly as we 
would like, but not less rapidly than 
we have been progressing in this de- 
partment in the past seven or eight 
years. Artillery will be received and 
increased to the strength it should 
have, and the cavalry and infantry 
also. The necessary arrangements 
will be supplied as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and divisions made us the gen-

This announcement was made by 
Sir Frederick Borden, minister of mili- 
tia and defence, at the annual meet- 
ing of the Canadian Artillery associ- 
in the railway commission 
rooms, in the house of commons, It 
elicited prolonged cheers and enthusi- 
asm from the members of the associ- 
ation, 

Sir Frederick stated that the report 
had been pleasant reading to him, in 
so far the artillery of Canada was

J. 8. Dennis Returns from 
Abroad 
| J. 8. Dennis, manager of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany’s land and irrigation interests 
in the West, returned this week 
from his visit to Great Britain and 
Europe, having been absent for the 
last two and a-half months. His 
trip was made with the object of 
conferring with the officials of the 
.company in Great Britain, relative 
to the extension of the company’s 
organization in Great Britain and 
| Europe, to encourage a larger num- 
i ber of people to come to western 
Canada. The result was that offices 
have now been opened in Bristol, 
Liverpool, Glasgow and Ebinburgh, 
in addition to the large central 
office which has been in operation 
in London, and the organization 
has also been extended on the 
northern European continent, with 
large central offices at Rutterdam. 
During his absence, Mr. Dennis 
delivered a series of lectures in 
Great Britain on the developinent 
of western Canada, and the bearing 
of that development on the future 
of the Empire. There lectures at- 
tracted u great déal of attention and 
received wide newspaper public’ v, 
Remarkable interest in everything 
Canadian, particularly in the de- 


| velopment of Western Canada, was 


evinced in Great Britain, and the 
movement of settlers from that 
country to Canada gives promise of 
assuming unusually large propor- 
tions this year. Over 1000 people 
applied for the 100 ‘‘ready-made’’ 
Bow Valley farms placed on the 
British market this year, and the 
one hundred families who will be 
brought out in April to occupy 
these farms, will comprise probably 
the finest cliss of tenant farmers 
who have ever come from Great 
Britain to this country. An un- 
usually Jarge number of first-class 
immigrants from northern Europe, 
particularly from Holland and Bel- 
gium, are expected early in the 
spring, to tako up land in Alberta. 

On his return journey Mr. Dennis 
spent some time in Montreal, con- 
sulting with the management. rela- 
tive to the expenditures of his de- 
partments in the West for the 
present year, and the appropriations 
approved invulve an expenditure of 
over $5,000,000, the larger portion 
of which will be spent in extending 
he irrigation-systen tr the Irriga- 
tion Block, but the amount alsu 
includes lurge sums for ‘‘ready- 
made’’ farms in Central Alberta, 
and for development of the com- 
pany’s lands in southern British 
‘Columbia. 

An appropriation was approved 
for construction of a new office 
building for the land department in 
Calgary. ‘The present building is 
to be removed to make room for 
the new C.P.R. hotel. This new 
office building, with the new hotel 
and the completed station, will pro- 
vide a very fine block of buildings 
on the company’s property in the 
centre of the city. 

On his way west, Mr. Dennis 
visited the company’s offiecs in 
Chicago, Minneapolis, and St. Paul, 
and found the reports received 
through these offices from the large 
agency organization in the United 
States indicate that we may look for 


_|a banner year in the way of move- 


ment of people from the United 
States to western Canada, and par- 
ticularly Alberta.

When Members of British Commons 
Have Fought. 


Vigorous hand-to-hand struggles are 
uncommon at St, Stephen’s, but they 
are not by any means unknown. As 
a matter of fact, fights have taken 
place at the House of Commons ever 
since the time of Cromwell, when his 
soldiers had to clear the House at the 
| point of the bayonet to prevent blood. 
‘shed and wholesale destruction. 
Perhaps the most remarkable scene 
}of this description within modern 
times happened on July 27th, 1893. 
Mr. Chamberlain was _ speaking 
against the late Mr. Gladstone, and 
at ten o'clock, when the closure fell, 
someone shouted out “Judas,” and 
this very unparliamentary epithet 
was reported to the chairman, who, 
however, declared that the offensive 
expression had not been heard by 
him. He ordered the division to be 
proceeded with, whereupon several 
members of the Tory party refused to 
leave their seats. A few seconds later 
war was declared by a Conservative 
seizing an Irish member by the coat- 
collar, and within a short time there 
was a regular free fight in the House, 
in which Colonel Saunderson was 
rendered hors de combat after he had 
scientifically “floored” one or two of 
the ‘‘enemy.” John Burns, it is said, 
helped to pull the combatants asun- 
der until the arrival of the Speaker 


put an end to the unseemly proceed- 
ings. 

Col. Saunderson took part in 
many disputes at Westminster. He 


fell out with Mr. William Redmond 
one, day, and it looked as if the pair 
would settle their differences with 
blows. The Colonel, it appeared, had 
commented very strongly on Irish 
violence, and Mr. Redmond took each 
and several of the comments as a 
personal insult, suggesting that the 
redoubtable colonel should meet him 
in the lobby after the sitting. The 
Speaker, becoming aware of this, sent 
a note to the chief of police at St. 
Stephen’s asking him to take up 4 
position in the lobby and prevent a 
fight between the hon. members. The 
expected, however, did not happen, 
for when Mr. Redmond and_ the 
Colonel met in the lobby they calmly 
talked matters over, and finally 
wished each other a cheery ‘‘Good 
day.” 

Some years back, when the House 
happened to be in committee, the 
Irish members refused to go into the 
lobbies for division, The chairman 
sent for the Speaker, and that gentle. 
man promptly “named” the offend- 
ers, and their suspemsion was moved 
and carried. The Irishmen refused 
to budge an inch until a body of 
police walked into the House. Even 
then it was as much as the constables 
could do to “move them on.” As a 
matter of fact, the police and the 
Irish members had a regular fight 
before the former conguered and car- 
ried the latter bodily out of the 
House. 

During the debate on emancipation 


|terwards Lord Brougham, turned 
towards Mr. George Canning and 
bitterly exclaimed, “You have ex- 


hibited the most incredible specimen 
of monstrous truckling for the pur. 
pose of obtaining office that the 
whole history of political tergiversa- 
tion could furnish.” Canning replied, 
very quietly, “It is a lie!” A deathly 
quiet reigned in the House {gr some 
minutes, and one could have heard a 
pin drop. Presently, however, a live- 
ly debate took place between the 
members present, some of. whom ad- 
vised Mr. Brougham to withdraw his 
remark and apologize, while others 
requested Mr. Canning to do the 
same, Finally it was suggested that 
the couple should be committed to 
the Sergeant-at-Arms. The necessity 
for this gentleman’s intervention 
happily did not arise, for the two 
disputants settled the matter between 
themselves and peace was once more 
restored. 


Never Too Late to Marry. 


A romantic story of the marriage 
of a couple receiving old-age pensions 
comes from Birmingham, England, 
The bride is a widow named Swann, 
and her groom Charles Wright, a 
widower. They have been neighbors 
for years, but the acquaintance which 
has ripened into a second essay at 
matrimony only commenced a year 
ago.

Indian Baby Carriages. 

Indian babies are carried in a great 
variety of ways, but none of them go 
in baby carriages like white children. 
Some mothers, such as the Sicux, car- 
ry them in shawls on their backs. 
When the babies of the plains south 
and east of Calgary go to town they 
are piaced on a framework of poles 
hitched to tha saddle of a horse. The 
Crees of the Saskatchewan, aid the 
very northwestern part of On‘a‘io, 
carry their babies in ‘‘baskets,” The 
little one is cased snugly from head 
to foot, and laced in like a foot in a 
boot. The case is fastened to a board 
at the baby’s back; and over the 
baby’s head there is an iron frame, 


on which the mothers hang leaves ani | 


twigs to brush away flies and mosqui- 
toes. 

The basket is usually padded with 
moss, and the baby is quite as com- 
fortuble in its own way as any city 
or town baby in a baby carriage.

The Fraser River was picked up at 
the point where its headwaters ar 
swelled by the outfall from Yellow- 
head Lake, and thence onward it was 
our companion for over four hundred 
| miles, This, the second largest river 
in British Columbia, has an evi. re 
putation from source to estuary, with 
its narrow canyons through which the 
water thunders like a mill-race, a d 
which either completely defy naviga- 
tion, or render it extremely hazard- 
ous. It was already boiling and buv- 
bling, tumultuous:y when we s‘ru k 
it, as it writhed and twisted its tor- 
iusus way through the narrow vall y 
hemmed in by two parallel towering 
mouutain ridges. After crossing the

Taken on the whole, this stretch of 
country offers but little attract’on to 
agriculture in any form. The dense 
woodlands wil! attract the lumberjack, 
for there are some excellent strech: s 
of big timber. Mining may also da- 
velop upon an extensive scae, but 
investigations have not yet betrayed 
many indications of mineral wealth. 
In this direction, however, it is but 
fair to state that the country has only 
been indifferently scratched by un- 
scientific prospectors who have not 
wandered far from the trail. No one 
can say what exists among the moun- 
tains on either side, and no one wi'l 
have the pluck to penetrate their 
fastnesses until the iron road com- 
munication is in close proxim'ty. 
The fact is that the country is too 
broken to permit of extensive inva- 
sion. The trail exists more in fancy 
than in the concrete. For a decade 
or more it has been a forgotten path- 
way, and has become littered with 
the huge trunks of many a timber 
giant, who has come to an unt mely 


end through fire, and has reeled or 
collapsed across the badly distin- 
guishable path. Then again, the trail 
wanders up and down in an appar- 
ently aimless manner. Now you are 
crawling caulioualy along the side of | 
a high ridge. The highway is no 
more than a narrow ledge, which falls 
down abruptly for a hundred or two 
feet. If your horse slips, or makes 
a false step, you can confident!y ex- 
pect a meteoric flight. You have to 
exercise constant vigilance so as to be 
able to cast off from your sh’p of the 
bush at an instant’s notice.

ART OF THE PIONEERS 


CANADA'S EARLY ARTISTS DID | 


NO MEAN WORK. 


Recent Exhibition of the Canvases of 
Paul Kane, Paul Peel, Cornelius 
Kreighoff, Otto Jacobi and Others, 
Proves a Revelation to Modern 
Painters—Love of Art Has Shown 
Remarkable Growth. 


Canadian art has succeeded in pre- 
senting itself mainly as a rather dry 
subject for discussion. There are a 
good many people who argue that 
Canada has never done enough in the 
way of picture-making to be worth 
while talking about. This may be 
due to the fact that for a good many 
years, and until the beginning of this 
century at least, most exhibitions in 
Canada were particularly dull affairs. 
There has been a very marked im- 
provement during the past few years. 
As was said by Sir Edmund Walker, a 
few months ago, there are more Cana- 
dian painters to-day under thirty-five 
het of age, doing work fit to be ex- 

ibited at the Royal Academy, than 
all the painters that lived in Canada 
forty or fifty years ago. 

Nevertheless, from fifty years ago 
up till the end of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, there were in Canada at least 
eight or ten painters, whose work is 
somewhat startling when gathered in- 
to one collection, as has been done 
recently at the Art Museum in Toron- 
to. In that collection of hundreds of 
pictures there was not one by any 
painter now living. The works were 
collected from scores of private own- 


ers in Canada; from men who years | 


ago began to take an interest in pure- 
y Canadian pictures—some of them 
uring the lifetime of the painter, 
which is rather unusual, In all prob- 
ability no exhibition of such an in- 
congruous lot of paintings could have 
been made when the painters of them 
were living. That they are ail dead 
excuses many of them from the’ criti- 
cism they would surely have got while 
alive. 

But the fact that the exhibit’on was 
one of dead painters’ works by no 
means explains the extraordinary in- 
terest taken in many of the cunvases 
at the Art Museum. The collection 
contains some pictures that ought 
not only to interest the general pub- 
lic, but to stimulate the flagging ener- 
gies of some of our modern painters, 
Paul Kane, Paul Peel, Otto R. Jacobi, 


Cornelius Kreighoff, Henry Sandham, | 


Blair Bruce, and half 
have canvases in that collection, en- 
ough to demonstrate that the desire 
and the ability to paint existed in a 
very high degree in Canada as far 
back as fifty years ago. At least 
forty of the canvases shown prove 
that at a time when Canadians were 
taking a very languid interest in mat- 
ters of trade and manufacture, ani 
even in agriculture, the painter men 
were fired with enthusiasm deep en- 
nough to do daring things. 

A large number of the painters stud- 
ied abroad, and some of their works 
show that they imported into Cana- 
dian subjects a European atmosphere. 
Paul Kane’s buffalo hunt picture has 
as many merits in color and dramatic 
interest as anything shown at the ex- 
hibition. But, though Kane spent a 
good many years trailing after the
